Daylight Saving and the Farmers. 


The city of Manchester has abandoned daylight saving by 


unanimous vote of ihe Board of Aldermen, who explain their 
action by saying that they lind public sentiment three lo one 
against it. 


This paper has expressed Ihe fear thai daylight saving in 


spots would not be a good thing, and the action of Manchester 
and Ihe New York Legislature in deciding to take a back (rack, 
together with agitation in other places in favor of similar ac- 
tion, clearly indicates thai what may be called daylight saving 
by local option is not coming up lo expectations. 
It was ex- 


pected that Governor Smith of New York would veto the bill 
repealing the law in that stale, but thai il is nol popular with a 
large part of the population is shown beyond question by the 
action of the Legislature, whose members are not in the dark 
concerning the attitude of (heir constituents. 


lif Massachusetts daylight saving is in cfleet. 
The Gov- 


ernor was not in favor of the slop, but the Legislature passed 
Ihe bill by a substantial majority and the Governor signed it 
on the ground (hat in such a matter he ought In respect the 
will of 'the majority. 
The farmers in thai slate and all the 


slates were against such legislation this year, bul here and 
there it was enacted against their protests. They told how it 
would interfere with production, but their objections were 
brushed aside at the behesl of cily people and mill workers 
who like a share of (he afternoon for diversion. 


When daylight saving was first introduced one of the argu- 


ments in ils favor was that it would enable working people to 
cultivate war ga'rdcns after (heir regular day's work was clone, 
as thousands did with good results. 
Out now there is much 


less of this, and the probability is thai il would have been 
belter if the clocks bad nol been changed this year. 


Governor Coolidgc of Massachusetts is greatly concerned 


over the oullook in that state and has issued a proclamation 
calling upon the people lo engage in gardening as vigorously 
as (hey did al the time of ihe war. 
lie declares that Ihe food 


stocks"of the country"arc low and that the need of production 
was never greater. Already there are predictions—very wild 
it'is lo be hoped—that-the coiihlry will yet see "S5 wheat," 
iihd- if is a matter of common knowledge that the shortage of 
farm help is a serious handicap to the farmers, some of whom 
are reported lo be so disgusted with daylighl saving and con- 
ditions generally thai they will not attempt to operate on the 
usual scale. 


As (his paper has before slated, it docs not believe there is 


cause for alarm with reference lo agricultural production,'yet 
il does believe that the farmers should be given every encour- 
a;..emenl and that if would have been good policy to heed (heir 
]v-(i|esls against daylight saving, which beyond all question is 
a detriment lo them. It would have been good policy because 
of this undisputed fact and because it would have shown con- 
sideration for a class of producers who are being urged in 
111Uder tones to do their best. 
As a Boston paper puts il, 


"V/e talk of threatened shortage of food products, and yet Ihe 
Legislature of Massachusetts kicks (he farming .element in the 
f:ice." That is the way the fanners feel, and il is a condition 
IbM could have been avoided without hardship lo other classes 
of workers.
